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N my Laft I gave youa View of the 
Royal Line of our Enghifh Monarchs, 
with its feveral luterfe&tions and

pears, that the Englifh Crown by Ancient 
Charter, Entail’d upon the Royal Family, 
is, like the Crown of Jrael, fpecial to the 
Family, but not tu this or thar particular 
Branch exclufive 3 ut thar asin Fudab, 
according to Mr. Afgill, every Branch of the 
Tribe was capable «f Succeeding to the 
Crown, tho’ the Eld<ft Branches, or the 
Eldeft Sons of that Preach, were not ex- 
tin& 4 fo in England, every Branch of the 
Royal Family is capable of Succeeding to 


the Crown, tho’ an Elder Branch, or aw 
Elder Son of the fame Branch, fhould be 
yetalive. | 
Again, 4s God himfelf by the Hand of 
his fpecial Meffengers, the Prophets, or e- 
therwife as he thought fit, declar’d the 
Choice, ard determin’d whoin fuch Cafes 
fhould Succeed, in Obedience to whieh De- 
Ciaratton, thefe were accepted, and thofe 
rejeéted by the Peoplean—=» So in England, 
by the Conftitution 6f thefe Kingdoms, the 
Parliament have referv’d to them, the 
Right of Limiting the Remainders of the 
Crown, and of declaring any Incapacities 
or difabliog Circumftances, of Pe'fons or 
Branches- 
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Branches to the Saccefion——In Obedi 
‘ence to whicn Declaration, thefe are ac- 
cepred or thofe rejected by the People. 

Upon this Foot, and no doubt Legally, the 
Crown of England pafiing by King fames 
had he been alive Or his Son, fuppo- 
‘fiog, the-Pretender were Legicimate, which 
however I donocgrant, either wit @ Fare 
thing matter-to thu Cafe, whether be be Legi- 
timate, or no, Defcended to her prefent 
Majefty, the Parliament having declard 
the Incapacity of the other Branches, and 
upon this Foot, the Crown pafling by the 
Houfes of Savoy, Orleans, Conde, &c. De- 
{cends after her Majefty, and in default of 
Heirs, to the Protefant Branch of Aanno- 
ver, the Popifh Branch of Aasnover, now 
‘in the Houle of Modena, being alfo Elder, 
and living ——— And this is the true De- 
fcent of the Englifh Crown, by Virtue of 
which, her Majetty now Reigns. 

Now, Gentlemen, if you will have this 
call’d Hereditary, you shall 5 for my part, 
I wifl. never promote a Difference upon 
Words, that has nothing in it to differ up- 
on-—— [ am ready to grant, and hereby 
own her Majefty’s Title to be Heredita- 
ry—— And believe afl honeft Men, will 
thus far Recognize her Majefty’s Heredita- 

ry Right to the Crown, upon all Occali- 
-ons And that tkere may hereafter, 
be no more Difputes among us about the 
Word, I thall {um it up all in fhort, and 
‘tell you what it is, and what it is not we 
mean by Hereditary Right. 


Hereditary Right, as it fignifies the De- 
{cent ofthe Crown, to fuch and fuch 
Braaches of the Royal Blood, to whom 

the Parliament of Brisaix thal) declare 
‘the Jaheritance, sbis. we own. 


But if-by Hereditary Right, you mean 
-@ Claim by dire& Lineal Defcent to 
the next Bidet Branch exclufive, Su- 
perior to all Parliamentary Limitatio- 
on—— This we difowan —— Nor is it 
-in the Power of -Man, to make out 

_ her Majefty’sGlaim, or the Proteftant 
‘Succeffion of the Houfe of Hannover, 
wpon that Foundation. 


To make it fill more plain If you 
grant by Hereditary Right, that the Crowa 
Defcending to any Branch of the Royal 
Family, to whom the fame is Limited by 
Parliament, # Hereditary, then there is no 
Queftion but the Queen’s Majefty has.an 
Hereditary Right to the Crown. 

Bat if you will have Hereditary Right, 
‘to fignifie the Right of Primogeuiture, or 
what we call the Defcent in a Right Liae 
Only, then we cannot grant the Word Hee 
reditary, to the Settlement of the Crown— 
And this I once Stated into Queftions, vide 
Review N.... which indeed I forefaw 
would obtain no Anfwer, nor indeed can 
allthe Clan of Hereditary-Right Men ia 
this Nation, Anfwer them, otherwife thaa 
by the Scheme here laid down, which 
cab Summ up, by Way of Alternative, 
thus. 


The Queen’s Title to the Crown of 
this Kingdom, being a Defcent to 
her Majefty as a Branch of the Royal 
Blood, and that Defcent declar’d {pe- 
cial ro her Majefty by Parliamentary 
Limitation, is Hereditary. 

The Queen’s Title to the Crown of this 
Kingdom, beiog not by Defcenc in a 
Right Line, her Majefty’s Father be» 
ing alive when that Settlement was 
made ; but being declar‘d by Parlia- 
mentary Limitation, is therefore Par- 
liamentary.
